Their way of evading detection was a new 
one. they had supplied themselves in sfane 
way with quantities of wrapping paper 
bearing the printing of the large dry goods 
stores. 

They would enter a store carrying 4 qualii- 
tity of this paper under their arms, Whicno 
Was concealed by the capes they wore. 

After ‘lifting’ a few articles they would 
go to a tollet room and wrap them up in 
the paper they had brougnht.. They would 
then carry the bundles openly in their 
arms, .

ALBUQUBRQUE, N. M., Nov. 1.—Freder- 
itk Funston, who en route home with 
the mustered out Twentieth Kansas Regi- 
ment, has wired his Topeka attorneys, 
Cleed, Waré & Cleed, to bring proceefings 
against Archbishop Ireland of St. Paui for 
criminal libel, because of statements al- 
tributed to the Archbishop in a recent in- 
terview. Gen. Funston also instructed his 
lawyers to begin criminal and civil prose- 
cutions against the Monitor, a Catholic 
paper of San Francisco, which first printed 
the story. 

In a recent interview in Chicago Arch- 
bishop Ireland was quoted as saying that 
Gen. Funston had been charged with loot- 
ing Catholic churches in the Philippines.

ENGLAND WILL NEED 150,000 SOLDIERS.

LONDON, Nov. 1.—All_ that London 
knows of what is taking place at Lady- 


smith to-day is that fighting was renewed 
at dawn of Tuesday; that the Boers had 
advanced their ines, and the artillery 
fire on a line of hills six miles long was 
continuous. 

This fire was answered by the British 
from the foothills which they occupy just 
north of town. 

One dispatch, received to-day, .but dated 
Oct. 31, says that two long range 50-pound- 
ers brought from the cruiser Powerful at 
Durban did® excellent work, silencing two 
Roer 4-pounders on Hepworth Hill, three 
miles from the British position. 

The battle of yesterday seems to have 
been an artillery duel, which continued into 
the night, and ‘is supposed to be going on 
to-day. 

There {s no mention of sorties, assaults 
or repulses, and if it were not for the 
censor, it might be inferred that there was 
no forward movement on either side. 

The fact that dispatches came from Lady- 
smith last night indicates that communica- 
tion with Durban has no: been severed. 

Gen. White's official report of the capture 
of twoof his regiments and a battery Mon- 
day, is not wholly satisfactery to the Brit- 
ish mind. It makes one point clear, how- 
ever, the troops fought as long as thelr 
ammunition lasted, and being penned in, 
were forced to yleld. Why they were left 
to this fate by the rest of the army Cun 
only be explained on the assumption that 
Gen. White was glad to get back to his 
fortified line with the loss of this detach- 
ment and dared not send a force to thei: 
rescue. 

There is much perturbation among mili- 
tary men in London. The situation in Natal 
couid hardly be one of more peril. 

Luller cannot help White within the next

The circumstances which attended the 
movements of Lieutenant-Colonel Carle- 
ton’s column are not yet fully known, but 
from reports reteived the column appears 
to have carried out the night march un- 
molested, until within two miles of Nichol- 
son's Nek. ; 

At this point two boulders rolled from 
the hill and a few rifle shots stampeded 
he mules carrying the infantry ammuni- 
tion. The stampede spread to the battery 
mules, which broke loose from their lead- 
‘rs and got away with practically the whole 
of the gun equipment and the greater por- 
tion of the regimental gmall arm ammuni- 
tion. The reserve was similarly lost. 

The infantry battalions, however, fixed 
S@yonets and accompanied by the per- 
‘onnel of the artillery, seized a hill on 
the left of the road, two miles from the 
Nek, with but little opposition. There they 
‘emained unmolested till dawn, the time 
heing occup.ed In organizing the defense of 
the hill and constructing stone sangars (bDar- 
icades) and wadls as cover from fire. 

At dawn a skirmishing attack on our 
position was commenced by the enemy, 
but made no way until 9:30 a. m.. wheh 
strong reinforcements enabled them to rush 
o the attack with great energy. Their fire 
ecame very searching and two companies 
of the Gloucesters in an advanced position 
were ordered to fall back. The enemy then

THE OPPOSING FORCES. 


Facing each other on the hills at Lady- 
emigh the strencth of the two armies, as 
computed at London to-day. is as follows: 

The forces that the Britieh have left con- 
sists of: Infantry, 7TO0OO; cavalry, 1500;

The Boer force is estimated at 20,000, 
with 50 fleld guna As far as can be gath- 
ered from various reports the following are * 
the Boer commana: Natal, 18,000 to 25,- 
000; Zululand.

Mafeking, 5000; Kimberley, 5000: ‘small 
parties elsewhere, 5000. It is probable 
that these figures are exaggerated, but the 
Boers are not far short of 45.000 men ta 
the field. The strength of the British army 
corps and its troops for the line of com- 
munication, after they reach Cape Town, 
will be about 48,000, to which must be 
added 2000 Australians and Canadiana, 
T7000 from Cape Colony and the Natal foree 
of 10,000, a grand total of 67,000 men.

CLEVELAND, Nov. 1.—As Senator Han- 
ma’s safety valve gets lost every time he 
goes into @ hot poiitical speech he has 
been prevailed upon not to visit Toledo, 
the home town of “Golden Rule” Jones.

An old man in a wolfskin cap insisted 
upon shaking both Mr. Bryan’s hands, 
because, as he said, he might never have 
the chance again. Some of these people 
had ridden the entire distance from Gear- 
ing, 90 miles away, starting at noon of the 
preceding day. 

Mr. Bryan spoke in the open air and he 
had the strong wind to fight, but his voice 
could be heard plainly. 

At Sidney he talked of the farmer's 
wrongs.

Efforts by Lexington Horsemen to 
Purchase the Property and Re- 
open the Course. 


If the rumor from Lexington is true 
there is to be a revival of the “sport of | 
kings’’ over the old Kentucky Association 
track. 

It will be remembered that last spring 
an effort was made by Alderman Howard 
McCorkle, Hal P. Headly and otper prom- 
inent Lexington gentlemen to buy the track 
from Charles Green, a local] real estate 
man. He was offered $30,00 cash, but re- 


fused, contending that the amaunt was in- 
adequate to the value of the property, 
which the said could be made to realize 
nearly double that amount if cut up into 
buliding lots. This, he said, he expected 
to do, but did not, probably because it 
was made patent to him that the Lexing- 
ton Street lway Company, which owns 
the great waste of lands in the northe- 
western portion of the city, was not com- 
pelled to run its tracks in the vicinity 
of the race tracks, and that if they were 
removed much would be taken from its 
value as building property. 

Only lately it was found out that Mr. 
Green was acting as agent for the St. 
Louls Trust Company, though once he had 
been owner of the track through the fail- 
ure of the Kentucky Association to lift a 
mortgage of $30,000 made to him during 
the time Gen. Robinson was secretary. His 
interest, however, is now transferred to the 
St. Louls Trust Company with whom the 
prospective buyers are now negotiating. 


The above deal, if made, will be a great 
thing for the trainers of yearlings who re- 
side near Lexington. Heretofore they have 
been forced. to ship their youngsters away 
and educate them for their career on the 
turf, over some merry-go-round.
